CONGO 


Tshombe's granting of permission for UN troops to enter Katanga 
is believed to stem partly from inevitability of Belgian troop 
withdrawal and partly from indications that his desire for a Congo 
confederation are shared elsewhere. 

Lumumba, meanwhile, has given the Belgian Ambassador an 
ultimatum to leave and has closed down all Belgian consulates. 

The Belgian cabinet met yesterday, 9 August, reportedly to 
establish a timetable for Belgian withdrawal from Katanga. 
Congolese do not want Belgian civilians to leave, but the closing 
down of consulates may result in this happ ening . 


The Belgian government is very unhappy, and Prime Minister 
Eyskens has warned of "extremely serious consequences" if US 
voted for the Tunisian resolution in the Security Council, An 
official has said that the very least to be expected is a lessening 

of Belgium's commitments to NATO. He said that the SflSCHrfdJSFiEO 
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put more pressure on Belgium then had many other NATO 
countries. The Embassy thinks a dear , sympathetic top-level 
US statement would help immeasurably. 

Regarding our views on aid to Congo through UN, we have the 
following national views: 

German and British -« support. 

Sweden -- concern lest their battalion become involved 
in fighting. 

Denmark and Liberia -* opposition to UN forces' inter- 
vening in Katanga. In case of Liberia, Timber lake 
thinks Tubman will try to keep, support for UN 
generally. 

LAOS 

The degree of control exercised by the rebels is unclear. Some 
members of the government, including Phoumi, are reported to 
have arrived in NE Thailand requesting asylum.

The statements issued by the rebels support the constitution and 
the monarchy; they assure foreigners of desire that they remain; 
they guarantee safety of foreign property; however, they contain 
an anti-American undercurrent to the extent that they stand for 
elimination of our 24-man military mission. Our State Depart- 
ment wishes to assist the legal government to restore its authority. 
Embassy Bangkok has been instructed to approach the Lao 
ministers in Thailand and advise them that (1) defeat of rebellion 
is a Lao matter to be done by them, (2) ministers should return 
to Laos and rally people, (3) King should issue call for unity* 
and (4) resolute action is essential. .
